‘Turn the 
separator screw so as to skim a thick 
cream. Set the can of cream in a tank 
of cold witer ip the dairy bouse, this | 
water being kept fresh and cold by 
the engine and the overflow running ; 
out for stock use. 

Twice a week take the cream cans | 
out of the tank, mix the cream thor- | 
oughiy and iet it warm up. At oight 

eet it back ip the cvld water tank and

Grain flows in a vast storm from 
Canada. to London. 

How is it handled on ‘its arrival 
there? . 

Five years ago there was towed | 
across the Thames from Milwall to 
the Surrey Commercial Docks a. curi- | 
ous vessel, rather larger than a 
Thames sailing-barge; the hull low :in 
the water, a great square iron tank at | 
both‘ends; above her iron decks were 
no masts and spars, neither had she 
at all the appearance of un ordin- 
ary steamship. But instead two en- | 
ormous towers and three funnels or | 
chimneys reared themselves high into 
the air. 

All other craft drew aside, as slow 
ly and making heavy weather of the 
running tide, this strangest of ull 
vessels passed from bank to bank. | 
and made its first and only voyage in 
safety. 

This was the new pneumatic eleva- 
tor for grain built by the East Ferry 
Engineering ‘Works, Arrived in the 
Surrey Docks, she caused a feeling 
almost of consternation and alarm, 
so peculiar was her appearance. 

Captains of liners, masters of sail- 
ing ships, mates who had visited 
every clime—none in any port had 
seen a vessel such as this, even the 
fo’c’stle wit for once was silenced. 
Foreign sailors were given to under- 
stand this was the latest torpedo-boat. 
for, as the engineer said, ‘““You can 
see all the tubes!” 

But very soon speculations were 
set at rest, as the leviathan was tow- 
ed alongside one of the grain steam- 
ers in dock. Somewhere from the 
upper part of each tower four six: 
inch tubes of metal or artnadillo 
hose-pipe were let down into the grain 
in the steamer’s hold, barges were 
brought up to each side of the eleva- 
tor at the base of each tower—some 
with sacks are standing little groups 
of men assembled on platforms ex- 
fecting just under the six shoots pro- 


ecting overhead—smoke was seen to 
dssuing from the taller and blacker 
of the three chimneys; and then, a 
low, deep, regular sound was heard— 
“Heujh! heujh! heujh!’’—like the | 
anting of . some enormous animal. 
ith each breath from the top of the 
other. two chimneys came filmly | 


| rings, much as rings of smoke are 


blown’ by a cigarette-smoker—the four 
great air-suction cylinders in the hold 
of the elevator had been set eat work. 
A few seconds later, through one of 


the six shoots over the heag he 4}. 
little: groun dockers, swis e 
the grain, ., €quivalent to a sack 
of four bushels of wheat, weighed 


and checked automatically up in the 
tower. “Swish! swish!’’ as one, shot 
after another delivered the grain, 
either to be shot in bulk into the 
barge below or put into a sack and 
then tumbl¢d overboard. 

The elevator was designed to deal 
with 150 tons of grain an hour, but, 
on her trial, 211 tons of grain passed | 
through the weighing-machines in 
one hour. Yet still another surprise 
was in atore ‘Two tanks, traveling 
on rails, had lately been put on a 
gallery high wp on the face of an 
adjacent warehouse, fifty or sixty fee! 
above the ground. None of the on- 
lookers quite knew what these tanks 
had been placed there for, or why the 
little gallery with its railway had 
been built. These tanks were con- 
nected by two stouter tubes to points 
just under the centres of each tower, 

No men clustered on the little plat- 
forms and the cornshoots were unh- 
hooked. No barges moored them- 
selves against the elevator’s sides. 
The steam in the. boilers down in the 
hold of the elevator was under full 
pressure, two sinall wheels on the 
exhaust-pipe of the air-cylinders were 
turned and the machine for suction 
again set in motion. No filmy rings 
now appeared at the top of the two 
»chimneys—what was happening? 

The grain, sucked up out of the 


pipes into the receiving tanks an 
shot into the warehouse-—this at the 
rate of 160 tone an hour. Bo fast did 
the elevators blow the grain that it 
was found impossible to deal with it 
in any ordinary warehouse. 

The cost of such an elévator is 
about $115.00. and a crew of twelve 
men is required.
